We 
aim at people who can use this knowledge and skills in order to be more competitive in labor 
market and youth who need these skills in order for better development of their organization, 
hobbies or activities they are involved. Participants have to be from 15 to 30 years old. 



All presentations will be multimedia presentation which will be followed by a workshop with 
designated tasks for participants. We will have presentations and workshops in topics of 
Information communication Technology, social networks, Facebook, Linkedin, Twitter, 
Gmail, Chimp mail, mobile phone applications, and online email marketing solution. 



Expected impact on participants is to have better understanding of Information communication 
Technology which leads to more competitive skills on labor market, higher chance for 
employment and progress. Greater empowerment and self-confidence in dealing with digital 
technology. Better understanding of informal learning which will help you in further 
development.

The European Health Insurance Card (or EHIC) is issued free of charge and allows anyone who is 
insured by or covered by a statutory social security scheme of the EEA countries and Switzerland to 
receive medical treatment in another member state for free or at a reduced cost, if that treatment 
becomes necessary during their visit (for example, due to illness or an accident), or if they have a 
chronic pre-existing condition which requires care such as kidney dialysis. The term of validity of the 
card varies according to the issuing country.
